A MOTHER LOST—AND FOUND 


Frantz Beneche, an Orlando-based general practitioner, got a phone 
call from his brother Jean with terrible news: Their mother, Luce, 

78, had been crushed to death in her Port-au-Prince home. “I didn't 
want to believe it,” says Beneche, who booked a flight to the island 
while another brother, Eddie, went to their parents three-story 
home and found nothing but rubble. “My stomach squeezed up,” 
says Eddie. “I just sat there stunned.” 

But then a neighbor told him he had heard screams from inside 
the wreckage the night before. Volunteers used cinder block and 
table legs to build a small tunnel, and Eddie crawled through the 
wreckage. Some 25 feet inside, he saw their mother—alive and 
unscathed.

Elie Michel, 12, was in his two-story 
block home in Port-au-Prince when 
the quake struck.

“I 
was all alone and didn’t know what to 
do,” says Elie, who that night curled 
up on the dirt outside the rubble. “I 
didn’t sleep much; I was crying,” he 
says. “Just crying, crying, crying.” 
The next morning he roamed the 
streets, looking for something, some- 
one. He found Silvia Lorial, 66, a wid- 
ow left homeless by the quake. She 
was weak but seemed calm; he was 
healthy but scared. Without discuss- 
ing it, they became a team. “He can 
help me because he is young,” says 
Lorial. “I was so happy to find her,” 
says Elie. They trudged to a nearby 
tent city and made shelter out of a 
broomstick, branches and a blanket. 
There, something amazing hap- 
pened: This makeshift town of strang- 
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ers adopted them as their own. Tono 
Pierre, 26, brought them a small bag 
of rice, half the supply he got from a 
missionary. “I don’t need it all,” he 
says. Another man gave them half 
his bar of soap; others came by to ask 


what they needed. The old woman 
and the orphan found, in each other 
and in these strangers, a new family. 
“Elie and I will stay together, and God 
will provide for us,” says Lorial. “He is 
already providing.”

he loved being a star. So when Brittany Murphy was buried on 
Christmas Eve, loved ones dressed her ina pink gown by Blumarine, 
decked her out in Cartier diamond earrings and left the two Neil Lane 
engagement rings given to her by her husband, Simon Monjack, on 
her tiny fingers. Tucked under her arm was a doll of the Little Prince, 


from the French children’s book, and above her head was the figure of an angel. 
“Someone to watch over her,” says Monjack. “So she’ll never be alone.” As a 
last gesture, mourners sprinkled “fairy dust” glitter on the coffin. In the days 
since, Monjack, 39, and Murphy’s mother, Sharon, 57, have remained in the 
mansion they shared with the actress, who died there on Dec. 20 at age 32. 
Despite rumors surrounding Murphy’s death, both say the cause was cardiac 
arrest triggered by a heart murmur (toxicology results are pending). In their 
first interviews since the tragedy, Monjack and Murphy sat down with PEopLE 


executive editor J.D. Heyman. 


How are you coping? 

Monjack: Sometimes it’s like she’s 
away on a movie. Other times, it’s 
deeply painful. 

Had Brittany been sick in her final 
days? Had she seen a doctor? 
Monjack: Yes. She had laryngitis and 
flu-like symptoms. She was on an an- 
tibiotic and doing all the right things. 
Can you describe her last morning? 
Monjack: I was just going off to sleep, 
and Brittany woke up and couldn’t 
catch her breath. She was wearing 
her favorite pink Beverly Hills Hotel 


bathrobe. She kissed me and said, “I 
love you,” like she did every morning. 
Natural, untouched lips—no Resty- 
lane. Then she said, “I need to go to 
the bathroom.” Next thing I knew, 
Sharon was screaming. Brittany was 
on the floor. I found a pulse as best I 
could, and I put her in a cold shower 
to try to revive her. That didn’t work, 
so I pulled her out of the shower and 
began CPR. It was literally, “I love 
you; I’m dead.” It was that quick. 
Explain Brittany’s heart condition. 
Monjack: Brittany had been diagnos-

ed as a child with mitral valve pro- 
lapse [a typically harmless condition 
in which one valve does not close 
properly]. She had expressed to me a 
fear of dying young and a fear of her 
heart. We had it checked out every 
way you could imagine. 

Was she anorexic? 

Monjack: No! Go to the Chateau Mar- 
montand speak to any waiter and ask 
how many plates of food she would 
go through in one sitting. Nonsense. 
I understand from the coroner she 
weighed 115 lbs., and she was 5'3”. 
People have said she was flighty. 
Monjack: Look around at the 10,000- 
sq.-ft. home. Look around at the de- 
termination of a 13-year-old girl that 
brought her mother from New Jer- 
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sey because she wanted to change the 
world and did. Is that flighty? 

Did she have any other health issues 
other than the heart problem? 
Monjack: No. She had a mother up- 
stairs, a husband who loved her. She 
was an innocent angel. Do you not 
think anybody would have picked up 
on this anorexic, mentally deranged 
person? It’s so ludicrous. 

Did she know people gossiped about 
her behaving erratically? 

Monjack: Of course. There are a lot 
of people in Hollywood who must be 
cleaning their hands very well to take 
the blood off them. I think they need 
to wash them in very hot water. 

So she never took drugs? 

Monjack: Brittany had mitral valve 
prolapse. If she’d taken cocaine, she 
would have died the same second. 
You say the painkillers that were 
found in the house were for cramps? 
Monjack: Yes. She suffered terribly 
during that time of the month. 

Was she upset at the state of her 
career? 

Monjack: I’m not going to lie and say 
she was happy doing independents 
[films]. But she loved to work. 

How do you respond to accusations 
that you were controlling? 

Monjack: I say be in my marriage. I say 
listen to what my wife wanted. Brit- 
tany didn’t become Brittany Murphy 
by being controlled.

The pop star bounces back from a rough year 
to find ‘what's beautiful inside me 


In the 10 years since Jessica Simpson released her first hit single, she has 
repeatedly found herself looking in the mirror and seeing “something I’ve 
wanted to fix—because there’s always somebody who looks better,” she 
says.

There is a Proposed Settlement of a class action lawsuit 
regarding the indirect purchase of certain Vitamin 
Products. The lawsuit is called Richardson, et al. vy. Akzo 
Nobel Inc. et al., No. 99-197, pending in the U.S. District

What Is the Class Action Lawsuit About?

What Are Vitamin Products? 

Vitamin Products are: vitamin A, astaxanthin, vitamin B1 
(thiamin), vitamin B2 (riboflavin), vitamin B3 (niacin), 
vitamin B4 (choline chloride), vitamin BS (calpan), vitamin 
B6, vitamin B9 (folic acid), vitamin B12 (cyanocobalamine 
pharma), beta-carotene, vitamin C, canthaxanthin, vitamin 
E, and vitamin H (biotin), as well as all blends and forms 
of these vitamins. Also included is Premix, which is a 
product that contains one or more Vitamin Products in 
combination with other substances. 


Who Is A Class Member? 
The Consumer Settlement Class includes: 
All persons who a) reside in a Settling State; and 
b) indirectly purchased Vitamin Products for use or 
consumption and not for resale from within one or more 
Settling States at any time during the “Relevant Period” 
defined in the Notice (for most Vitamin Products, January 
1, 1990 through December 31, 1999). 


The Commercial Settlement Class includes: 
All persons or entities that made any Qualifying Purchases 
at any time during the Relevant Period. Qualifying 
Purchases, the Relevant Period, and certain exclusions 
are defined in the Notice. 


The Settling States are Arizona, District of Columbia, 
Florida, Hawaii, Idaho, Illinois, Kansas, Maine, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Nevada, New Mexico, New York, North 
Carolina, North Dakota, Puerto Rico, Rhode Island, South 
Dakota, Tennessee, Vermont, Washington, West Virginia 
and Wisconsin. 


What Does the Proposed Settlement Provide? 
The Settling Defendants have agreed to pay $25.03 million. 
Commercial Class Members may file a claim against their 
portion of the fund postmarked by April 19, 2010. Due to 
the large size of the Consumer Settlement Class, its portion 
of the fund will be distributed to charitable organizations 
and other eligible entities approved by the Court. 


Who Represents Me? 

The Court has appointed Class Counsel. Although not 
necessary, you may hire your own attorney at your own 
expense. Class Counsel will request, subject to Court 
approval, a) fees to be paid by Defendants over and above 
the Settlement Funds and b) expenses to be paid from the 
Settlement Funds. The Attorneys General of the Settling 
States are also parties to the action on behalf of indirect 
purchasers in their respective jurisdictions. 


What Are My Legal Rights? 

* If you wish to stay in either of the Classes, you do not 
need to take an action. 

¢ If you do not want to be legally bound by the Proposed 
Settlement, you must exclude yourself in writing. Your 
letter must be postmarked by April 19, 2010 as outlined 
in the Notice. 

*¢ If you remain in either of the Classes, you may object 
to any aspect of the Proposed Settlement. Your written 
objection must be postmarked by April 19, 2010, 
filed and mailed as outlined in the Notice. You also 
may request in writing to appear at the Final Fairness 
Hearing. 


Will the Court Approve the Proposed Settlement? 
The Court will hold a Final Fairness Hearing currently 
scheduled for June 18, 2010 to consider whether the 
Proposed Settlement is fair, reasonable, and adequate. If 
objections have been received, the Court will consider 
them at this time.

What is the most important information | should know about antidepressant 
medicines, depression and other serious mental illnesses, and suicidal thoughts 


or actions? 

1. Antidepressant medicines may increase suicidal thoughts or actions in some 
children, teenagers, and young adults within the first few months of treatment. 

2. Depression and other serious mental illnesses are the most important causes 

of suicidal thoughts and actions. Some people may have a particularly high risk of 
having suicidal thoughts or actions. These include people who have (or have a family 
history of) bipolar illness (also called manic-depressive pls ie suicidal thoughts or actions. 
3. How can | watch for and try to prevent suicidal thoughts and actions in myself or 
a family member? 

* Pay close attention to any changes, pices get sudden changes, in mood, behaviors, 
thoughts, or feelings.

What is Pristiq? 

*Pristiq is a prescription medicine used to treat depression. Pristiq belongs to a class 
of medicines known as SNRls (or serotonin-norepinephrine reuptake inhibitors). 
*Pristiq is not approved for use in children and adolescents. 


Who should not take Pristiq? 

Do not take Pristig if you: 

* are allergic to desvenlafaxine, venlafaxine or any of the ingredients in Pristiq. 

* siren ae or have taken within the last 14 days, any medicine known as an 
MAOI. Taking an MAO! with certain other medicines, including Pristiq, can cause 
serious or even life-threatening side effects. Also, you must wait at least 7 days after 
you stop taking Pristig before you take any MAOI. 


What should | tell my healthcare provider before taking Pristiq? 

Tell your healthcare provider about all your medical conditions, including if you: 

* have high blood pressure * have low sodium levels in your blood 

* have heart problems * are pregnant orplantobecome 

* have high cholesterol or high triglycerides pregnant It is not known if Pristig will

What are the possible side effects of Pristiq? 

Pristig can cause serious side effects, including:

Get medical help right away if you think that you have these syndromes. Signs and 
symptoms of these syndromes may include one or more of the following:
